Former Editor of Gazette and Pioneer 


Rock County Settler 
Has a 


Warm Side for Janesville. 


The Gazette is in the receipt of a let- 


ter from Charles Holt from Kankakee, 
111., one of the pioneer proprietors of 
the Gazette, which will be read with 
interest by his old friends. 
Mr. Holt 


began his connection with the Gazette 
on Dec. 7, 1848, as a partner of Lev! 
Alden, the founder of the paper. He 
continued to wield the pencil for the 
benefit of Rock county until Dec., 
1863,-a period of fifteen years, which 
were fraught with unusual political 
interest. 


.Mr. Holt and his sons are propri- 


etors of the Kankakee Gazette. 
The 


letter which follows is an answer to 
a request from the Janesville Ga- 
zette for some reminiscences from Mr. 
Holt's pen. 
! Such a series of articles 


would be full of value and of interest 
not only to the pioneers whose mem- 
ories would be refreshed by them, but 
to the younger generation who know 
altogether too little of the experiences 
of those who built so well the founda- 
tions of city, county and state. 
Mr. 


Holt is eighty-four years of age and 
his decision that he cannot comply 
with the request must be accepted 
with regret. 
He writes, in a very 


distinct, hand as follows: 


"I have delayed replying to yours 


of the 7th, trying to persuade myself 
to attempt a compliance with your 
request. The conclusion I have reach- 
ed is that you and your readers would 
be disappointed and I should be dis- 
satisfied if I should undertake the 
job. 
My recollections would not be 


distinct enough to give details and use 
names with the accuracy that would 
render my contributions of any value. 
If I could have access to the old files 
that would help out but without such 
aid, Barney Eldredge, Ham, Richard- 
son, Cyrus Miner and some other old 
timers would pick me up and come to 
the conclusion that. 'Uncle Charley' 
had forgoteu what he used to know 
and that his eighty-four years are tell- 
ing on him. 


"I have a warm .side for the old 


Gazette and the old timers in Janes- 
ville and I am going to try to make a 
visit the coming summer, which, if 
accomplished, will probably be the last 
to a people and a town 'to whom I be- 
came-attached in earlier life and still 
hold in pleasant rememberance.

While no damage of any great ex- 


tent has occurred here there "has T>een 
'a number of small washouts. 
The 


street car tracks on South Main street 
near Spring Brook' bridga has- been 
washed out and the company ig hav- 
ing considerable difficulty in operating 
thre'ir -cars. 


Fourth avenue bridge is really in a 


dangerous condition. 
The high wa- 


ter has jammed the ice up against 
the north side of it -nnd at one place 
near the center 'it 'is about three feet 
out of line.. A number -of the 'braces 
Tinder the bridge are broken allowing 
the piling to become loose and get 
out of line so that the ice has weak- 
ened the structure to an alarming ex- 
tent. 


The river above the bridge is filled 


.with heavy ice and the strong current 
sucks it up against the piling in a 
way that is a menace to the whole 
structure. 


At Beloit they have experienced 


great difBculty in keeping the North- 
western railroad bridge across Turtle 
Creek clear of ice. 
The creek is. on 


a rampage and it was only by the free 
use of dynamite that the structure was 
saved; 
The ice caught against the 


abutments and caused a gorge which 
threatened to sweep away the bridge 


At numerous places around 
> the 


country where the roads are crossed 
by gullies the rash of water makes 
them almost impassable for a horse 
and wagon. 


The cold snap-today will shut oft 


the thaw and give the rivers a chance 
to carry off some of the surplus water.

The warden sent the following to 


the convicts: 


"I cannot agree to your, demands. 


They are not right. Of course you can 
wreck everything in -tire mine if you 
want to do so, but that will not help 
out.. Every ofiicer on the bottom must 
be sent up in safety to the top before 
;he miners come up." 


Leavenworth, Kas., March 20.—Two 


hundred and eighty-four convicts In 
the Kansas Penitentiary at Lansing, 
led by twenty-one men under sentence 
of death, mutinied, seized 
the 
coal 


mine at the penitentiary, overpowered 
and captured the fifteen guards, dens.i 
the penitentiary 
officials, 
held the 


guards as hostages, and demanded 
lighter work and better food. From 1 
o'clock until 11:30 last night the eos- 
victs held the workings of the mine, 
but, weakened by hunger, they sur- 
rendered unconditionally after Wardan 
Tomlinson led eight guards down 720 
feet into the shaft and opened fire. 
The convicts threatened to- wreck the 
mine unless the warden would agree 
to their terms, but the 
warden 
re- 


mained firm. Early last night a guard! 
who was sick was hoisted'to the sur- 
face, and reported the other guards 
who were being held as hostages were 
in good condition. 
The' mutinous 


miners, after making further, threats, 
concluded escape was impossible. They 
had nothing to eat except corn pro- 
vided for the mules, and surrendered. 
Shortly after nightfall Wardsn Tom- 
linson and every available deputy gath- 
ered around the mouth of the mine, 
each man heavily armed. The mutin- 
ous convicts began a parley with the 
warden. They sent him vrord that if 
he would .promise not to inflict pun- 
ishment for their action they would 
surrender. To this the warden would 
not consent, sending down word that 
the surrender must be unconditional, 
the question of punishment to be con- 
sidered later. 


Decide* to Eater Mine. 


The warden held a consultation with 


his officers and it was decided to at- 
tempt a rescue of the guards and to 
overawe the convicts and force their 
surrender. Selecting his men, Warden 
Tomlinson, with eight guards heavily 
armed, entered the hoist and were soon 
speeding downward. When near the 
bottom of the pit a heavy fusilade was 
opened, the shots being fired toward 
the top of the shaft. This took the 
convicts by surprise, 
and, thinking 


that the shots were intended for tnem, 
they hastily fled, leaving the guards, 
who were soon -joined by their com- 
rades, who were. sent to the top. Tha 
armed guards then started after tho 
convicts and soon had the ringleaders 
under arrest. The others gave in and 
surrendered. The work of bringing 
them to the 'surface began, and before 
morning the convicts will again be be- 
hind the bars of their cells. On Sun- 
day the convicts had trouble in the 
mess hall over pigs' feet. Division No. 
8, composed of miners, went'down the 
shaft and the first notice those on top 
had that trouble existe.d 'was when sig- 
nals from the top elicited no answers 
from the men in the shaft. 


Tbreuton to

sent up that the prisoners had cap- 
tured . the 
guards. 
The 
mutineers 


marched through the several mine lev- 
els singing and cheering.
